At the annual district meeting held March, 1905, Agnes 
McIntire was re-elected member of the school board for 
the ensuing three years. 

An examination of the statistical tables show that the 
schools have been in session 36 weeks. 

With but few exceptions there have been no change in 
teaching force.

The school houses in District Nos. 2, 5 and 7%, have been 
thoroughly repaired. 

Your committee have received circulars of information 
from the Department of Public Instruction relating to sup- 
ervision of schools. Many will remember that this subject 
was thoroughly explained by State Superintendent Morri- 
son at a recent meeting of Thornton Grange.
